cease-fire. A resolution would have to be introduced into the Security 
Council containing the following principal elements: (a) a call for 
an immediate cease-fire; (b) a call to the ICC to verify the cease-fire; 
(c) a request to Surma, Cambodia and Indonesia to help the parties 
arrange an immediate cease-fire, to help maintain the cease-fire, 
and to assist the ICC to verify the cease-fire; and (d) a paragraph 
which would have the Security Council endorse £20 neutrality.

X. The • question of open counterintervention by C ommu n i st bloc 
forces is in large part dependent upon the manne r and the circumstances 
under which SEATO forces are introduced in Iaos. The introduction of 
SEA330 forces with a declar ed or apparent objective of talcing all of 
l apg up to the borders of Camaunist Chine, and Korth Vietnam, would, as 
in Korea, in al 1 probability trigger a massive bloc response, including 
nvn-npgg Communist forces. On the other hand, the introduction of the 
proposed SEATO forces under the circumstances, conditions and very 
United objective proposed herein, is not likely to produce a massive 
Communist bloc response. The Communists might well react simply with 
a political diplomatic campaign to force withdrawal of SEATO forces 
If counterintervention did occur, the Communists would be unlikely at 
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least Initially to seek direct engagement of SEAHO farces with regular 
DEV or farces, *»i though there probably would be guerrilla 

harassment. 


2, The Communists would probably make withdrawal of the SEAM 
farce a pr io r condition to convening the Geneva Conference or 
proceeding with the conference once convened.

1 . General Comment * It may be safely observed that friend, foe

It would 
to many minds be a confirmation, of the growing and dangerous belief 
that the world tide turned against us, and there is little that we 

wn or intend to do to arrest it, to say nothing of roll.it back.

\ 2. Effect on our aiUn-nces . Suspicion will grow that the United 

states is an u ndepen^ahi eaiiv. 'T'Ma general notion will have specific 
adverse such as EATO, CENTO and SEATO. Our 

irrrm' 1 1 •fwgn^ sa to act in conformity with our obligations could have a 
marked effect on the situation in Iran. Likewise, it could adversely 
affect the in situation. Within the SEATO Treaty area itself the 
effect on Thailand and Viet-Nam could be almost devastating. In this 
connection it is well to recall the pertinent aspects of the Treaty 
itself, with specific reference to the 'protocol states” which 
case under the protective umbrella of SEATO. This obligation was more 
recently recognized at the SEATO Conference in March 19ol, under the 
so-called "Bangkok Resolution''. 

Excerpt from SEATO Treaty: 

ARHCIE IT. 

1. Each Party recognizes that aggression by means of armed 
attack in the Treaty Area against any of the Parties or against 
any State or territory which the Parties by unanimous agreement 
may hereafter designate, would endanger its own peace and safety, 
and agrees that it will in that event' act to meet the common 
"danger in accordance with its constitutional processes. Measures 
tfljggn under this para g raph shal I be immediately reported to the 
Security Council of the United Nations. 

2. If, in the opinion of any of the Parties , the inviolabi- 
lity or the integrity of the territory or the sovereignty of 
political independence of any Party in the Treaty Area or of any 
other State or territory to which the provisions of paragraph 1 
of this Article from time to time apply is threatened in any way 
other than by armed attack or is effected or threatened by any 
fact or situation which might endanger the peace of .the area, 
the Parties shall consult immediately in order to agree on the 
measures which should be taken for the common defense.

3 . It is understood that no action on the territory of any 
State designated by unanimous agreemen t under paragraph 1 of this 
.Article or on any territory so designated shall, be taken except at 
the invitation or with the consent of the government concerned. 

Lacs w& s incorporated as a "protocol state" described as follows: 

"The Parties to the South-East Asia Collective Defence 
Treaty unanimo usly designate for the purposes of Article IV of 
the Treaty of the States of Cambodia and Laos and the free 
territory under the jurisdiction of the State of Vietnam." 

The "Bangkok Resolution. ” : 

"6. If those e ffo r t s fail, however, and there continues to 
be an active military attempt to obtain control of Isos, members 
of SEATO are prepared, within the terms of the Treaty, to take 
whatever action may be appropriate in the circumstances." 

3. Sino-Soviet Reaction . An important aspect of this problem 
is that on several occasions the Soviets were most authoritatively and 
solemnly informed of the serious consequences that would ensue if Com- 
munist actions In Laos threatened an area toward which we have treaty 
obligations. It was also said that under these conditions the Soviets 
must understand that the prestige of the U.S. as a great nation would 
be at stake - Thus, failure to act in Laos against a clear Communist 
challenge would hereafter cause the Soviets seriously to underestimate 
our word. For additional discussion on this i m portant end crucial 
subject of possible Si no - Soviet reaction, there is appended in Appendix 1 
a paper by C. E. Bbhlen. 

4. Effect on Heutral Asia . A fact which can not be neglected in 
contemporary Asia is that neutrals as well as committed Asians depend 
upon Uhited States protection in the maintenance of their independent 
status. If left to their own devices without a protective umbrella, they 
consider that their only defense is one of making concessions to the 
aggressor if they are to survive; in other words, you must feed the tiger 
in order to pacify him. Any indication of hesitancy in our resoluteness 
would only hasten their pragmatic tendency to cake peace with Peiping at 
any price . 

5. The Problem Associated with a new Tine of Defense . If Isos 
were lost to ccoamnism the establishment of a new line of defense would

2. That even limited static SEATO intervention would produce a 
strong military response from cc mnw mist side involving increase 
Viet-Minh, and conceivably Chinese, overt involvement in active 
milit ary combat against SEATO forces with high degree of 
probability of escalation up to and in c lu d in g world war . 

o sSASO intervention would produce no dramatic results; i.e., 
neither an effective cease-fire nor overt Viet-Minh and Chiccm 
Intervention in active military operations against SEATO forces. 

As to Ho. 1 above, there would be no particular problem since opera- 
tion would have successfully achieved its purpose without any particular 
complications . This contingency would present us with no great problem 
SEATO would immediately withdraw from isos . 

Ho. 2, this is admittedly most speculative and dangerous 
of possible consequences. After careful analysis, in the light of past 
qprj present connsanist behavior pattern, it is believed that if the in- 
tervention was undertaken as suggested, namely with limited static 
objective, declaration of willingness to withdraw immediately xf cease- 
fire e ffe ctive and, above all, a c lea r sta tem e nt scrupulously adhered 
to that troops would not proceed north beyond a certain point, and 
would thus not threaten even remotely frontier areas borders a on Viet- 
Minh or China , the chances of massive overt communist intervention in 
active military operations against SEATO forces is not the most probable 
result. Store likely would be some infusion of regular Viet-Minh force 
in the northern areas in order to secure areas of Iaos already under 
SsSnistlontrol against possible SEATO- FAL offensive action. The 
possibility of enemy reaction would appear to be within the limit of 
acceptable risk. The situation would be tense and dangerous but not 
bring on major escalation. The political action by Soviets would 
probably be very strong, including move in UH to force SEATO withdrawal 
vigorous propaganda c am p aign world-wide against "United States 
imperialism’ .

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3> The possibility of no dramatic consequences would seem to be 
the most probable of the three categories listed above and perhaps most 
difficult and disadvantageous for US-SEATO troops would be stuck in 
Taos without much prospect of future withdrawal and undoubtedly in* 
adequate control of countryside and therefore subject to sporadic and 
harassing guerrilla tactics. 

Consequences of General Confrontation with Soviet World 

1. Ron- Intervention ♦ Under assumption that communist military 
activity continued without cease-fire and SEATO remained inactive, quite 
apart from consequences in allied and neutral Asia, Sino- Soviet Bloc 
would probably regard failure to act, which would be in their eyes 
primarily U.S. failure, as evidence that militant policy (as advocated 
by Chinese) can be pursued in Asia at least without undue risk* This 
might, however, be tempered in so far as Moscow is concerned with 
recognition that Laos was exceptionally bad place militarily for U.S. 
to intervene, and our failure to act might be considered in part a 
nature and sensible decision and not entirely a demonstration of 
impotence or weakness . However, in political and propaganda exploita- 
tion. of our failure to act unquestionably the evidence of weakness will 
be stressed and used to our disadvantage in other parts of Asia. Die 
Soviets have a great respect for the power of the United States and 
while they ere most anxious to inflict without risk the series 

of political and military defeats, it is reasonably cer tain that 
Zhrushchev is aware of the dangers of pressing a great power too far 
for the sake cf exploiting an immediate advantage. On balance, how* 
ever, our failure to intervena will probably embolden the Sino-Soviet 
Bloc in any combat situations in Asia, but is less likely to change 
Soviet attitude on Berlin or other non-Aslan areas. 


2. Cn assumption of SEATO intervention . As stated above, cm 
the basis of past and present pattern of Soviet behavior intervention 
while, carrying an attendant risk of escalation would not probably 
immediately trigger off a massive intervention and active military en- 
gagement with SEATG forces. To do so must, in 'Soviet eyes, bring the 
situation very close to the possibility of world war since they could 
not be at all certain that in the event of overt attack by superior 
conventional forces, the United States would not resort to nucl e ar 
weapons. Gn the assumption that Soviets do not desire have local 
situation develop Into general nuclear war they would probably exercise 
a strong restraining influence on any such dangerous escalation by 
Vlet-Minh and Chicom forces.
